These emblems also appeared on 
the backs of $30 Continental notes. Despite having been severed and reat- 
tached, this example has a very appealing overall appearance.

A quick perusal of the grading service population reports shows that 
less than ten percent of all the graded examples of these four fractional 
denominations fall into the Uncirculated grade range. The Newman note 
graded PCGS Very Choice New 64PPQ and landed right at the $6,000 
mark in this year’s FUN sale. To show how the collectible paper money 
market has advanced since that time, in a major March sale, we saw 
another PMG Choice Uncirculated 63, with minor stains, scale over that 
same $6,000 figure. This great piece will fit handsomely into any high- 
grade Continental Currency collection.

Signed by Walter Shee and Robert Hazlehurst, this well preserved note 
features the vignette of an eagle fighting a heron. The Latin motto is 
“EXITUS IN DUBIO EST,” which translates “the outcome is in doubt.” 
PMG notes that the note has been previously mounted, which is merely 
a couple of barely discernible remnants on a couple of the back corners. 
The signatures are strong, and this nice Continental is wonderfully 
margined on both sides. It certainly appears to us to be undergraded, as 
Continentals seldom have this visual impact, and all the technical merits 
for a higher grade seem to be present. In fact, we sold this same note as 
Gem New in our 2006 Central States sale at the price of $1,092.50. This 
was years before there was any real price appreciation in Continentals like 
we have seen in the past decade.

The face margins are ample and 
the top is very broad. Very well printed and finely detailed on both sides.

A 
quality example from this fifth Continental emission, this note is signed 
by Benjamin Levy, the only confirmed Jewish signer of Continental 
Currency. It was once thought that Ben Jacobs was also Jewish, but that 
canard was debunked a number of years ago.

Tonight's offering 
should not have any trouble reaching the four-figure threshold.

Signed by E. Ryves and William Hardy, the $40 Yorktown series note is 
the first of that denomination used in the entire Continental Currency 
series, and it is the highest from the resolution. The larger denomina- 
tion was necessary because of inflation. The note’s emblem with the 
CONFEDERATION motto and the All Seeing Eye of Providence shin- 
ing on 13 stars was developed by Declaration signer Francis Hopkinson. 
Uncirculated $40 notes are just rare, a fact that makes a quality AU 
example all the more desirable. PMG notes that this example has been 
Previously Mounted. A broadly margined, well signed, and superbly 
printed note, this piece looks like a near Gem through the holder. Lovely 
quality.

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20015 Continental Congress Federal Indent Oct. 11, 1787 $1 and 
80/90th’s PMG Very Fine 30. 

These indented bills were issued by the Continental Congress from 1782 
through 1787. Early in the issuing period, the value depreciated by about 
20%, but as the notes were accepted for taxes, the value quickly recovered. 
By 1782 Congress was unable to honor the large quantity of Continental 
notes that were in circulation, and their value fell to nearly nothing (not 
worth a continental sound familiar?). These notes were then issued to cir- 
culate, and were accepted in payment of taxes (which earlier Continentals 
were not). Newman identifies the denominations as $1, $2, $4, $6, $8 and 
$25 but he speculates that other denominations were also issued. Notes 
are known only with issue dates of September 27, 1785 and October 11, 
1787, with this offering bearing the latter date. We've handled very few of 
these, and they are always extremely popular. Aside from a minor stain, 
this is a very attractive note, with boldly printed details and the clear sig- 
nature of Henry Kuhl.

Eric Newman, in the Early Paper Money of America, 4th Edition, page 71, 
tells the story of these notes: “After the end of hostilities, the Continental 
Congress, although unable to redeem its paper money, was faced with the 
obligation of meeting the interest and principal on its domestic and for- 
eign bonds and paying the current expenses of the national government. 
Accordingly, the Continental Congress anticipated such expenses by req- 
uisitioning the funds with issues of indents in convenient denominations 
payable to the bearer and receivable for taxes.” All issues were signed by 
either John Hardy or Michael Hillegas. This circulated example does have 
some edge damage but all of the printed details remain bold and the “J. 
Hardy’ is still legible.

In fact, this 
is the first note of any denomination of the 1739 emission to participate in 
our auctions. Not a single denomination is valued in the Friedberg refer- 
ence, while the Newman reference lists only two auction results for an 
18d and a 2s from 2004 for its values. Split repairs are mentioned on the 
back label. They were nicely executed and only come into view when the 
note is backlit.

This note is from the second Delaware issue to be printed by Benjamin 
Franklin. We have auctioned only one example that was third party 
graded higher. We have also auctioned only one other example at the 
same third party grade. It was a PCGS Apparent Fine 12 with restorations 
piece that realized $3,055 in January, 2016. The net grade for our current 
offering is due to a restoration. Candling the note before a light source 
is needed in order to see the well performed restoration. Neither the 
Friedberg nor Newman reference list any values for this note.

A lighthouse 
vignette is at lower right. Also, the bottom line is an oddly configured (or 
“comical” per the Newman reference) counterfeit warning that is not only 
upside down, but printed in both English and Latin, scrambled, and read- 
ing in reverse. The back label mentions repaired splits, tears, and minor 
damage. The repairs were nicely performed. In fact, the other two notes 
from this issue that have crossed our auction block, also have repairs.

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20022 Georgia 1773 20s PCGS Very Fine 35. 

A rare one note issue that carries seven signatures, and in this case, all 
seven are clear and legible. We have now auctioned a mere two examples 
of this note that Friedberg lists only as, “rare.” The note in this lot has 
repaired splits and tears. The repairs were deftly executed and the appear- 
ance is very nice. The other piece we offered also graded PCGS VF 35 
with repairs.

This is a very sharp looking 
Guaranteed by the United States note from Maryland, fully issued and 
signed by Nicholas Harwood and John Callahan on the face, and counter- 
signed by Benjamin Harwood on the back. A bold orange back vignette 
shows the emblem originally used on the January 14, 1779 Continental 
Currency resolution notes. A gorgeous example, this note shows face to 
back registration that is nearly perfect. The back margins are perfect and 
clear all around. Top Pop at both grading services for the $5 denomina- 
tion, this note is tied with three others for Top Pop for all denominations 
from this series. All of these factors come together to make this an excel- 
lent type note opportunity or the genesis of a Maryland denomination 
set.

The indent at the left shows a codfish in the midst of 
vine designs and it has the words “American Paper” printed at the bot- 
tom. This particular example has a fairly large piece of the indent remain- 
ing as it shows the last four letters of the word “American” and the full 
word of “Paper.” PCGS has assigned the apparent grade for splits repaired 
and stains, both of which are accurate. The highlight of this note is that it 
is one of the very few we have handled of either denomination that is nei- 
ther pen nor hole cancelled.

This six shillings example 
was heavily used in commerce, as is typical for the lower denominations.

An unbelievably beautiful red back Washington note, this example is 
at the pinnacle of the Fractional Currency grading scale, since 69PPQ 
notes hardly exist and there are no Perfect 70PPQ known. Between both 
grading services there are only a trio of this number that have reached 
even the 67PPQ grade level. Hulking margins are seen with micrometer 
perfect centering. Blinding bronze and cavernous embossing only serve 
to reinforce the assigned third-party grade.

After that the air becomes more 
rarefied, with PCGS showing one other 66PPQ listing and a single 67PPQ 
listing. In our 2019 Long Beach sale, we sold a visually inferior PMG Gem 
Unc 66 EPQ for just over $1,000.

This scarce 
variety is often seen in Choice CU grade due to the fact that most all 
examples have at least one tight margin. Gems are legitimately rare notes, 
with the PCGS Population Report attesting to that fact. It shows there are 
only two finer that they have graded.

Milton 3P10F.3. This is a true rarity in the fractional currency realm. At the time Milton Friedberg’s “Encyclopedia” was published, there were only three 
known. When the Friedberg collection was sold, the census was five, and to our knowledge none have surfaced since. The Ford/Boyd collection did not 
have an example, neither did Wayne Liechty. Milt’s example graded AU. This note is top pop at PCGS. Although they do not differentiate between wide 
and narrow margin Specimen, we have done our homework and found that the 64PPQ and the one other 63PPQ examples were both narrow margin 
Specimen. Two partial frame lines are seen at upper left and lower right. A fully Uncirculated piece, this example has bold embossing, wide margins, and 
not so much as a speck of ink erosion to be found. The bronze is fully bright, as are the paper and the inks. Few of today’s active collectors have had the 
opportunity to purchase a truly nice Fr.

His bold, distinctive handwriting 
covers a significant portion of the back. Interestingly, Friedberg, O'Mara, and Ford each had a different example in their sales. Milt’s note was a lightly 
circulated example that topped the $2,000 mark back in 1997. Tom O’Mara’s note graded Extremely Fine and sold for $3,565 in his landmark 2005 sale. 
Not to be outdone, the Ford example was a Very Fine piece with very muted color and it still topped the $2,500 figure a dozen years ago. The fourth 
example was a problemed PCGS AU 58 that we sold for $5,750 in our 2018 Long Beach sale.

This information was originally published in Paper Money Magazine 
volume 11, #2, page 80, in 1972. When Milt Friedberg’s Encyclopedia was published in 1978, only three pieces were known. That census has grown 
considerably in the intervening years, and the current count is right around twelve. (The Pop reports show fifteen examples, but there is no doubt some 
duplication.) A number of the pieces are very nice, and this is one of them. It’s incredibly bright, with reflective bronze, deep original embossing, and 
perfect back centering. The face centering is less than perfect. The left margins are huge and include the embossing of the plate edge. The right margin 
is far smaller, but well clear of the frame line. This gorgeous note is from the Boyd holdings as evidenced by the pencil notation seen on back. The most 
recent example sold by us was a PCGS Very Choice New 64PPQ that realized $5,520 in our 2019 Central States sale.

This number does come in high grade, but it’s unlikely that many others of 
the twenty or so that are traced will achieve the Gem grade level. When offered at this lofty Gem grade level, a price of several thousand dollars is never 
far behind.

Seen with a trio of wide margins and clearly 
original paper surfaces, the note has only a single center fold appearing to 
account for the grade. In our FUN sale this year, we sold a PMG Choice 
Unc 64 EPQ for a staggering $4,560.

The information in the rest of this 
description comes from an article written by Tom Knebl in Paper Money 
Magazine #73, page 17. The article relied heavily on an earlier Paper 
Money article written and researched by Martin Gengerke. The two oddly 
configured face plates were plate #62, a 30-subject plate arranged in three 
columns of ten notes with the design letter ‘a’ on the ten notes in the left- 
hand column, and plate #5, an identically configured 30-subject plate 
with the design letter ‘a’ on the top three notes.

The locomotive pulling into the station is a vignette used on 
a number of state bank issues, both northern and southern, before and during the war. The other vignette is entitled America and again was used on a 
number of antebellum state bank issues. NBNCo made several subtle adjustments to the vignette from its pre-war appearance. Many of the stars on the 
drapery were either removed or muted so as not to give the illusion of a “star spangled banner,” and the shield by America’s right hand was modified to 
have fewer and wider bars than the original, blurring the concept of a federal shield. Later when this vignette was used for T41 $100s, the Liberty Cap 
and the fasces, symbol of strength through union, were removed entirely. There is an issue endorsement on the back by CSA Assistant Treasurer at New 
Orleans A.J. Guirot that is dated June 5, 1861. In addition there is a small annotation in red ink totaling the number of days that the note was earning 
interest from June 5, 1861 until July 24, 1861; 49 days in total. A second endorsement acknowledging the receipt of the note plus accrued interest at 1¢ per 
day, or $100.49 from F(rancis) H. Hatch, Collector for the Port of New Orleans. This note is an unrecorded (as of 2014) serial number from the second 
shipment of 1000 sheets that barely escaped confiscation in New York harbor in late April 1861. There are presently a few more than 190 examples of this 
note reported. The note is a pleasant mid-grade example, free of repairs or any meaningful condition distractions, and is sure to take any collection that 
it joins to the next level.

Unfortunately during the 
Panic of 1819, McKinne illegally mortgaged the bridge, leading to finan- 
cial ruin for Shultz.

The firm’s first mission was to build a railroad connecting Macon and 
Savannah, GA. This was accomplished between 1837 and 1843, although 
the final bridge crossing the Ocmulgee River into Macon was not com- 
pleted until 1851. The bank survived the Civil War and remained in 
business into the next century. This $20 was part of a wonderful series 
of notes designed by National Bank Note Co. just before the Civil War. 
It features vignettes of slaves harvesting at left and a girl holding flow- 
ers at right. The middle of the note is dedicated to an extremely ornate 
red background that covers that portion of the note. Interestingly, this 
design was cleverly modified in 1871 by NBNCo to allow it to serve as a 
fare ticket for the railroad. The note is printed on India paper mounted 
on cardstock with the usual POCs in the signature lines. The line “as nice 
as the day it was printed” is sometimes overused, but it certainly applies 
to this wonderful example.

The state seal appears in the 
lower right corner. As other denominations in this series, this note also 
has a very ornate green back design. This type is extremely rare as most 
were redeemed by the 1870s.

The entire note is covered with a red tint that also includes 
large red-orange and white V and 5 protectors. The note is printed on 
India paper with the usual small POCs in the signature lines. While 
twelve examples of this denomination and variety appeared in the 1990 
ABNCo Archives sale, a fair number had nagging condition impairments. 
This note may be the nicest of the lot.

This design 
features a great vignette of the City Hall of New York ca. 1852 flanked by 
a vignette of a steamer plowing through heavy seas at right and an oval 
portrait of Franklin at left. The bank department die appears at bottom 
center. The note is printed on India paper with the usual POCs in the sig- 
nature lines. While this design was not part of the ABNCo Archives hold- 
ings sold in 1990, one example did appear in the 1997 British American 
Bank Note Archives sale, Lot 907. In addition, Haxby knew of, and illus- 
trated, this design in Proof form. Very rare, with no known public auc- 
tion appearances in at least the last decade.

Simultaneously, anoth- 
er group of elders went to Underwood, Bald, Spencer & Hufty in 
Philadelphia to contract for engraved plates, Proofs, and the sheet print- 
ing from the four plates. Having the plates engraved and printed was 
easily accomplished. However, officials at the state capitol in Columbus 
required specie or other collateralization to protect the circulation and 
therefore the charter was denied. Regardless, their notes were already 
printed and ready to issue, and the “bank” began operations. The vast 
majority of Kirtland notes, from $1 to $100, were dated and emitted in 
March, 1837, though some, like this $1, are dated earlier. The bank, of 
course, did not survive the nationwide bank panic in 1837, although 
Joseph Smith had guaranteed the notes would one day, “be as good as 
gold.” The lack of specie caused the bank’s failure, which was a large fac- 
tor in the Mormon migration from Ohio to their eventual settlement in 
Utah.

A $100 that formerly resided in the Eric P. Newman Collection, this is 
an issued note with serial number 18-A that was printed by Danforth, 
Wright & Co. We have auctioned only four examples of this scarce note, 
with the piece in this lot being by far the nicest of that quartet. That fact 
helped propel this charming C-note to $1,997 when it last crossed our 
auction block in October, 2015. We would not be surprised if that figure is 
surpassed tonight.

The bank was established in 1854 and remained in business until clos- 
ing temporarily in 1862. After the war was over, the bank reopened 
and has been in business ever since, now part of Regions Bank. The $5 
design features a group of five putti around what appears to be a shield 
along with symbols connected to Liberty, Agriculture, Commerce, and 
Manufacturing. An oval portrait of Millard Fillmore appears at left while 
that of Felix Grundy, Tennessee politician and United States Attorney 
General (1838-39) appears at right. The note is printed on India paper 
mounted on cardstock with the usual POCs in the signature lines. It is 
affixed to an original Danforth Wright archive book card. This note was 
part of a $1-$1-$2-$5 uncut sheet that was Lot 1879 in the 1990 ABNCo 
Archives sale. We are aware of one other example of this design.

The bank originally organized under the state’s free banking laws in 
1855. Five years later the bank became an individually chartered con- 
cern. It voluntarily relinquished its state charter in 1865 and settled its 
affairs. The $5 face design features an eagle with wings spread standing 
by a federal shield with ships in the distance. The comptroller die and an 
oval portrait of Clay are at left and an oval portrait of Andrew Jackson is 
at lower right. The back is an ornate red layout with the denomination 
indicated. Both the face and back are printed on India paper mounted 
on cardstock. The face has the usual POCs in the signature lines and is 
additionally affixed to a Danforth Wright archive book card. There were 
two examples of this design, one of them this note, in Lot 1895 of the 1990 
ABNCo Archives sale. We are presently aware of no others.

The bank was organized as a free bank in 1853. It was purchased in mid- 
1858 and became a branch of the Bank of Chattanooga in 1860. The bank 
continued into the 1860s, but is not believed to have survived the end of 
the Civil War. The $5 design features Hebe offering a drink to an eagle. 
There is a cute oval vignette of a little girl and her dog, who has oblig- 
ingly brought along what appears to be a dead bird in his mouth to be 
part of the portrait. The red decorative back design includes the bank 
title and denomination. Both are printed on India paper mounted on card 
stock. The face has the usual small POCs in the signature lines. Both are 
mounted on DW archive book cards. PMG mentions a small repair on the 
back Proof. Two examples of both the face and back Proofs for this design 
appeared in Lot 1901 of the 1990 ABNCo Archives sale and are the only 
Proofs presently known of this design.

Printed by ABNCo, this lovely green and black note dates from the 
immediate post war era. A bit surprisingly, the center of the design is 
occupied by a portrait of Brigadier General Felix K. Zollicoffer, the first 
Confederate general to die in the Western Theater (at the Battle of Mill 
Springs [KY] on January 19, 1862). His portrait is flanked by vignettes 
of a farm girl holding grain and a blacksmith. The design includes a 
green protector panel, wreath of olive and oak leaves symbolizing peace 
and strength surrounding the portrait, and two green 20 counters. 
Proprietary Proofs are reported to exist of this design, but the note’s prov- 
enance (it was discovered in England in the mid-1980s) and the fact that 
it is printed on India paper mounted on cardstock with the usual POCs 
in the signature lines point to it being a genuine Period Proof. It was 
believed to be unique when we first offered this note in 2004, and nothing 
has transpired in the intervening sixteen plus years to alter that belief. An 
excessively rare and beautiful note with an interesting history.

The River Bank was organized as a free bank in 1858 and remained 
in business for a short period of time, probably not much later than 
1860. The $20 design is simple, yet striking, with an unusual por- 
trait of Liberty or perhaps America, wearing a Phrygian cap (Liberty 
cap) surrounded by stars. Two cupids, representing Mercury and 
Agriculture, appear on the right end. The design also benefits from a 
light red overall tint and a large dark red and white 20 counter. The 
note is printed on India paper mounted on cardstock with the usual 
small POCs in the signature lines. It appears that this note was at one 
time affixed to a DW archive book card. We believe that this note 
was once part of Lot 1902, the only $20 from this bank to appear in 
the 1990 ABNCo Archive sale. It appears to be one of two examples 
known (the other, probably from the Schingoethe Collection, is illus- 
trated in the Schafluetzel-Carson with a different number of POCs). 
We recently sold this $20’s sister $10 denomination in our 2020 CSNS 
Currency Signature auction for $2760 and believe that this equally 
appealing note in a higher grade should at least equal that price level.

N-B.TN3-500-2Pf Proof PMG Choice Uncirculated 63. 

The bank was established in early 1838 and was wholly owned by the 
state. All of the directors were nominated by the Governor and elected by 
the legislature. During the Civil War, the bank’s asset portfolio became 
over-weighted with Confederate bonds and securities which, of course, 
proved to be worthless after the end of hostilities. The courts ruled that 
the state was responsible for redeeming all of the bank’s legitimate issues. 
It took until 1885 to clear all of the bank’s obligations. The $500 design 
is a spectacular ABNCo creation, with an oval portrait of Washington 
at center above flanking vignettes of two children. A striking red color 
is brought into the design, used for a D protector, the denomination 
FIVE HUNDRED DOLLARS, and the bicolor 500 Dollars elements 
that occupy each end. The note is printed on India paper with the usual 
small POCs in the signature lines. PMG notes Great Color and the two 
stamp hinges that appear at the middle of the left and right margins. This 
mounting method is almost always associated with D.C. Wismer who 
used this type of mounting in the 1930s. The example being offered is 
one of two known to us at present, with the second note being a slightly 
impaired example from the Eric P. Newman Collection that we sold in 
2015 for $2,115.

The bank was organized under the state’s free banking law in 1857 and 
remained in business until sometime in 1861 or perhaps 1862, undoubt- 
edly influenced by the progress of the war. The $5 design has oval por- 
traits of Henry Clay and Mrs. F.N.W. Burton, wife of the bank’s first 
president. The portraits are divided by a two tone red V protector and 
and dark red and white 5 oval die flanked by two small red and white 5 
protectors. The state comptroller die appears at right and various intri- 
cate counters fill the other three corners. To top things off, the note is 
covered with a dark red tint. The note is printed on India paper mounted 
on cardstock with the usual small POCs in the signature spaces. There 
were two examples of this stunning note in Lot 1926 of the 1990 ABNCo 
Archives sale. Haxby also listed and illustrated this design in Proof form 
in 1988. Therefore, we place the known population of surviving Proofs of 
this design at around 3-4 notes. A gorgeous note in top notch condition, 
this piece will take any collection to which it is added to the next level.

The popularly known Lone Star series of notes was authorized by an Act 
of January 19, 1839. It is likely that this series was intended to redeem 
notes issued by the “Government of Texas” (Houston) in 1838. Designed 
by Rawdon, Wright & Hatch, the notes have the firm’s classic alle- 
gorical designs and ornate orange backs that showcase the series’ name- 
sake Lone Star. The $100 depicts Mercury presenting a bag of coins to 
Commerce (although a case could be made for Moneta) who is seated next 
to a strongbox that serves as a seat for a Griffin. The vignette is signed 
by Freeman Rawdon. It is flanked by side vignettes of an early passenger 
train and a sailing vessel. As is almost universally the case, this note has 
cut cancels through the signatures that have thankfully not been patched, 
reinforced, or otherwise repaired. The paper is bright with clear sharp 
margins, making this a somewhat above average example that is quite 
desirable.

The largest denomination of the popular “Lone Star” series, this $500 
was authorized by the Act of January 19, 1839. The face design is classic 
Rawdon, Wright & Hatch work and, based on the imprints, was quite 
possibly printed in New Orleans. It features an allegorical vignette of 
Commerce and Plenty seated by a Lone Star shield with ships in the back- 
ground. A small vignette of the iconic Lone Star appears between the 
signatures, and another vignette of Liberty seated with an eagle appears 
at right. The red-orange back, of course, proudly displays the classic Lone 
Star state emblem. This series is almost always found with some sort of 
cancellation and this note is no exception. PMG mentions that the note 
has several cancellation repairs. These neatly done cut cancels that have 
been discretely repaired with archival tape and are difficult to even locate 
through the holder. The $500 is the key to series and rare. Hugh Shull, in 
2007, estimated a surviving population of between 50 and 100 notes.

Virtually all are cut cancelled and have various other more minor mala- 
dies. This example is no exception, with the cut cancels causing missing 
pieces that have either been replaced or reattached with tape. Notes of this 
type have seen a sharp value increase in recent auction appearances. 
Starting Bid: $1,250 
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20294 Houston, TX- Government of Texas $1 18_ 
Medlar 54 Proof PMG Choice Uncirculated 64. 

Notes from this issue were authorized by the Act of June 9, 1837. While 
the notes themselves are very scarce to rare, Proofs like this example 
are almost unheard of. The design features an unusual vignette of a 
crowned woman holding a key, seated next to a lion. Liberty is standing 
at left holding a Lone Star shield (probably modified from the original 
federal shield used in the vignette). The note is printed on India paper 
mounted on cardstock with no forms of cancellation present in the sig- 
nature lines. The 1990 ABNCo Archives sale had a single lot (Lot 1942) 
devoted to this series, with a single example of this design in it. It is very 
likely that this note is that example. Possibly unique or nearly so.

The center vignette on this rare Mormon issue is appropriate as the notes 
were payable in livestock. Nyholm says that 3,100 $1s were issued with an 
extremely small outstanding number of notes still in existence. This is an 
attractive Remainder that has sustained only light handling. 

Starting Bid: $1,000 
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20296 Great Salt Lake City, Utah Territory- Deseret Currency 
Association $2 Oct. 9, 1858 Nyholm 110 Rust 96 PMG Very Fine 30. 

A rare issue with this being only the fifth example of this number to 
appear in our auctions. This copper plate engraved emission was backed 
by livestock and intended to relieve the chronic shortage of circulating 
currency in the territory. The design was drawn by Henry Maiben and 
the notes were printed by D. Mackenzie in Great Salt Lake City. Latter 
Day Saints officials burned many of these that had been redeemed 
on December 1, 1867. This help accounts for the rarity of this class of 
Mormon notes with Nyholm in his 2010 reference stating that well worn 
examples can go for $1,000 and high quality pieces can exceed the $5,000 
barrier. Tonight’s mid-grade $2 in a comment free holder should hammer 
within the middle of that range. 

Starting Bid: $1,250 
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20297 Petersburg, VA- Bank of the City of Petersburg $5 18__ G2b 
J-L BP25-15 ProofPMG Choice Uncirculated 63. 

The bank was not organized until 1860 and did not survive the war, clos- 
ing by the time the city fell in April, 1865 or shortly thereafter. This $5 
design is quite elaborate. The center vignette is an unusual one, with an 
allegorical woman seated next to what appears to be an incense burner 
emitting a cloud of smoke. This is flanked by a more traditional vignette 
of a slave preparing to milk a cow on the left and another vignette, based 
on Lawrence's painting The Calmady Children, on the right. The note 
has large and small red V protectors, a red security panel over the signa- 
ture lines, red and bicolor 5 counters, a black 5 counter, and two green 
5 protectors. Choosing to use three colors was not the cheapest way to 
print a note but it certainly created an impressive visual effect. The note 
is printed on India paper mounted on cardstock with the usual POCs in 
the signature lines. Interestingly almost all of the issued notes from this 
bank come heavily POC cancelled, often with a larger number of POCs 
than found here. At present we have only been able to track down two 
examples of this tri-color variety in Proof form and doubt that there can 
be many more out there.

An issuer not found in Wisconsin Obsolete Bank Notes and Scrip by 
Chester L. Krause, this is, perhaps unsurprisingly, also an issuer that 
we have never before offered. Also, we were unable to find any informa- 
tion or auction records for the issuer. The left and bottom edges of this 
remainder were created with the help of a straight edge. There are a 
couple of folds within the body and edge wear. The tears mentioned on 
the back label range in size from trivial to approximately a half an inch 
for one tear in the lower left corner on this territorial note.

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20299 First Liberty Loan 3 1/2% Gold Bond of 1932-47 $50 June 15, 
1917 Extremely Fine. 

This complete bond was issued in booklet form with 60 interest coupons. 
There are three attached pages of 20 coupons each, followed by the bond. 
This is only the second complete First Liberty Loan $50 bond that we 
have auctioned. The other example graded a raw VF-XF and realized 
$4,465 in January, 2015. A couple of pinholes are located near the top 
margin of the actual bond. The Joe I. Herbstman Collection of American 
Finance cites that, for this particular bond, there are less than 30 exam- 
ples known.

20300 First Liberty Loan 3 1/2% Gold Bond of 1932-47 $50 June 15, 
1917 Very Fine. 

Thirty-six of the interest coupons for this bond in booklet form were 
exchanged. This leaves one complete sheet of 20 and four more coupons 
on another sheet for the next collector. We could not find any pinholes, 
just a half dozen vertical folds.

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20301 First Liberty Loan Converted 4 1/4% Gold Bond of 1932-37 
$50 May 9, 1918 PMG About Uncirculated 53. 

The First Liberty Loan paid 3.5% interest. A conversion provision was 
part of the Liberty Loan program so that any future interest rate increases 
could be applied for. When one wanted to convert their bonds to the 
higher interest rate, you first received a “short” or a temporary security 
such as the example in this lot that has an interest rate of 4 1/4%, which 
was the rate for the Fourth Liberty Loan bonds. After two years, you 
could exchange the “short” bond for a regular “long” format bond. The 
“short” bond has four coupons to cover interest payments for those two 
years. The “short’ example in this lot has all four of its coupons. Several 
pinholes are found in the vicinity of the upper left corner. The Joe I. 
Herbstman Collection of American Finance does not have a census for 
this particular bond.

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20302 Second Liberty Loan Converted 4 1/4% Gold Bond of 1927-42 
$100 May 9, 1918 PMG Gem Uncirculated 65 EPQ. 

The Second Liberty Loan paid 4% interest. In order to receive a bond of 
the type in this lot, the bearer needed to convert it to the 4 1/4% interest 
rate that was applicable with the Fourth Liberty Loan bonds. This “short” 
or temporary security bond has all four of its interest coupons. After 
two years, this instrument could be exchanged for a “long” format bond. 
This is an exceptionally preserved bond with the embossed Treasury Seal 
so bold that the individual stars can be counted. The Joe I. Herbstman 
Collection of American Finance enumerates only four known examples 
of this particular bond.

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20303 Third Liberty Loan 4 1/4% Gold Bond of 1928 $50 May 9, 1918 
PMG Choice Extremely Fine 45 EPQ. 

This is a “short” bond with four interest coupons. After the use of the 
coupons, the bond could be exchanged for a “long” format bond that had 
the coupons start with number 5. This “short’ and “long” bond program 
helped the BEP manage its workload during World War I according to 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing The First 100 Years 1862-1962. The date 
year of “1918” has a tiny unprinted area that makes the date to appear as 
“1913.” This example has two horizontal and one vertical fold. The Joe 
I. Herbstman Collection of American Finance population count for this 
particular bond is less than 20.

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20304 Third Liberty Loan 4 1/4% Gold Bond of 1928 $50 May 9, 1918 
Very Fine-Extremely Fine. 

A “long” format bond, this piece has all 17 interest coupons attached. 
This is a complete “long” bond as the coupons start with the fifth coupon. 
The “short bonds” included coupons 1 through 4. This is the first com- 
plete “long” bond of this issue and denomination that we have offered. 
The Joe I. Herbstman Collection of American Finance mentions that 
complete examples are very rare with eleven known. We have previously 
auctioned only one other “long” $50 Third Liberty Loan bond with cou- 
pons. It graded a raw AU with 15 coupons attached and realized $4,230 in 
January, 2015. Tonight’s complete bond should surpass the earlier figure. 
A couple of pinholes are above McAdoo’s printed signature.

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20305 Third Liberty Loan 4 1/4% Gold Bond of 1928 $100 May 9, 
1918 Extremely Fine. 

Another complete “long” format bond from our consignor’s collection, 
this piece has all 17 interest coupons attached with the first being the fifth 
coupon. This is only the second complete “long” bond of this issue and 
denomination that we have auctioned. Fewer than 10 are known accord- 
ing to the Joe I. Herbstman Collection of American Finance. The other 
complete “long” $100 Third Liberty Loan bond that we offered graded a 
raw AU and it brought $5,405 in January, 2015. A great addition to any 
collection, this example has one pinhole located at upper right on the 
bond proper and two more pinholes within coupon 8.

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20306 Fourth Liberty Loan 4 1/4% Gold Bond of 1933-38 $50 Oct. 
24, 1918 PMG About Uncirculated 55 EPQ. 

A “short” bond with all four six month coupons attached. A “long” bond 
could be acquired after the first two years of interest was paid. This bond 
has two horizontal folds and a well embossed Treasury Seal. Entertainers 
of the era promoted Liberty bonds, which helped the bonds to bring in 
nearly $17 billion for the war effort. This example was folded twice into 
thirds. It has a Treasury Seal with prominent embossing which is pointed 
out on the back label as PMG mentions, “Exceptional Paper Quality & 
Embossing.” The Joe I. Herbstman Collection of American Finance states 
that there are fewer than ten known examples for this particular bond.

24, 1918 PMG About Uncirculated 53 EPQ. 

A “short” bond where only the first interest coupon was cashed in, this 
offering leaves three coupons still attached for the collectors of today. 
Handling seen is only a couple of horizontal folds from storage. The Joe 
I. Herbstman Collection of American Finance reports fewer than ten 
known examples for this particular bond.

20308 Fourth Liberty Loan 4 1/4% Gold Bond of 1933-38 $50 Oct. 
24, 1918 Very Fine-Extremely Fine. 

A complete bond with all 36 coupons present, this piece has coupons 
numbered 5 through 40. Only two complete examples have previously 
crossed our auction block. Our last offering occurred in September, 2019. 
That complete $50 bond graded PMG AU 53 and realized $2,640.

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20309 Fourth Liberty Loan 4 1/4% Gold Bond of 1933-38 $100 Oct. 24, 1918 Extremely Fine. 

Only one coupon was redeemed on this “long” bond, as coupon 5 is missing. This is the most complete example of a Fourth Liberty Loan $100 bond that 
we have been able to offer. Our previous most complete had five coupons redeemed. It graded a raw AU and realized $1,938 in January, 2015.

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20310 Fourth Liberty Loan 4 1/4% Gold Bond of 1933-38 $1,000 Oct. 21, 1918 PMG About Uncirculated 53. 

A possibly unique Fourth Liberty Loan “long” format bond for this denomination as we are unaware of any others. The example in this lot shares a PMG 
multi-note holder with the brokerage firm receipt for its purchase on May 5, 1931. All Liberty Bonds were first sold through bond traders, but due to the 
original unenthusiastic response, means were provided to get the smaller denominations directly into the hands of small investors. This left only the 
large denominations for the brokerage houses. The example in this lot was purchased after the war and the ungraded receipt in this lot tells us that it was 
bought above par with a $1.25 also being earned by The Commercial Savings Bank & Trust Co. of Toledo, Ohio acting as the broker. The bond has 15 
interest coupons remaining. The person that bought the bond in 1931 never did redeem a single coupon. The previous owner, probably the Commercial 
Savings Bank & Trust, exchanged every coupon they were entitled to. The back label cites minor repairs. All we can definitely find is a small piece 
replaced in the top margin. A rare and unusual item that will probably not be repeated.

A complete Victory Bond with all eight interest coupons is offered in this 
lot. Victory Bonds were the fifth, and last, series issued by the United 
States to help in its war against the Central Powers. The Victory Bonds 
were issued after the conclusion of World War I and were used to fund 
the post-war aftermath. We have auctioned only two other complete 
examples of this bond. The last offering was in September, 2018. It graded 
a raw VF and closed at $3,090.

Extremely Fine. 

A complete 12 year Treasury Bond with all 24 interest coupons attached, 
this bond is from an entire issue that we have not offered before. The first 
coupon, dated Oct. 15, 1934, has a printed black out bar covering “six 
months” of “being six months interest then due on.” This tells us that at 
least this denomination of this bond issue was not available for investors 
until after the redeemable date of Oct. 15, 1934.

Fine 35, 2 POCs.

War bonds were not only Series E bonds, but also Series F and G bonds.

The 
example in this lot is of the legend variety. Series F bonds were purchased 
only from the offices of the Federal Reserve Banks or the Treasury, but 
local financial institutions could accept a bond application and forward it 
to their respective Federal Reserve Bank. The bond in this lot was issued 
by the Federal Reserve Bank of Cleveland. We have offered only two dif- 
ferent Series F bonds before this auction, with the piece in this lot being 
the first of the $5,000 denomination and our first Series F offering in over 
15 years. A rubber stamping on the back tells us that this bond was exam- 
ined and approved for retirement on June 15, 1956 and this resulted in a 
hole-out-cancel.

This is the first Series G bond that has participated in our auctions. The 
sale of Series G bonds ended in 1950.

FRB of Atlanta date stamp and would have been registered to the state of 
Florida's County Officers and Employees Retirement System.

There are 
two large penned “X” cancellation marks on the face, a “Spoiled” rubber 
stamping in black ink, and in light blue ink underneath the registration 
information is a rubber stamping that reads, “Bonds spoiled in process 
of issue.” We will let the new owner of this intriguing bond work on this 
mystery.

Unusually, the bonds were sold for 72% of their face value, and could be 
redeemed by the owner only after providing the Treasury with one 
month’s written notice.

93 
and the, unknown in issued form, Fr. 208. This item is not graded. It 
has its original gold stamped cloth, tight binding, frontis engraved plate 
of Poughkeepsie, cover edges worn, and wear shown on the spine.

This does not 
affect the overall appeal of this number 1 note at all.

Ticonderoga, of course, is 
famous in American history as the site of one of our country’s great military victories, when Ethan Allen and his Green Mountain Boys took Fort 
Ticonderoga, the citadel that the British thought was impregnable, denying the British control of strategic Lake Champlain. A century later, the First 
National Bank opened its doors in that historic village. However, the bank would liquidate in 1910 after just 20 years of existence and be succeeded by 
another institution. Today, just four notes are reported from this charter, only two of which have made a public appearance in over 20 years. That pair 
includes a number 1 note which is locked away in a long-term holding, and this piece which last appeared in a 2012 auction. It is a crisp, decently mar- 
gined example with nice color for the grade and an appealing bank title layout. Someone did retrace the signatures which has resulted in PMG in assign- 
ing a net grade to this otherwise attractive note. Even so, it still represents a very rare note from this historic location.

Delicate 
pen signatures and sharp ink colors add to the appeal of this evenly circu- 
lated and problem-free example.

The banking institution that Southerners knew for over 100 years as a beacon of stability was started in 1879 in Forsyth County, North Carolina by 
William A. Lemly. He chartered The Wachovia National Bank of Winston in June of that year with $100,000 in capital. Today, there are very few nation- 
ally recognized banking institutions that started as fledgling National Banks. Notes from this bank remain one of the most coveted among them because 
they are so scarce. A glance at the company’s history provides the reason why. In 1911, under Mr. Lemly’s successor as bank president, James A. Gray, the 
Wachovia National Bank was liquidated and merged with Wachovia Loan and Trust Company, ending the issuance of National Bank Notes bearing the 
Wachovia name. Until this evening, only eight notes were known to exist, although most of them are tied up in institutional holdings or long-term col- 
lections. This offering is a wonderful new addition to the census that is not only the first Date Back of any denomination to be reported, but also easily 
the finest of the now nine known notes since none of the other pieces graded above Very Fine. It is a quite lovely note with fully original ink colors and 
dark pen signatures, including that of Mr. Gray. It does have some very minor evidence of a previous mounting on the back which likely explains why 
this note survived in such a high grade. Regardless of that very minor distraction which truly affects nothing, this is truly a significant piece of North 
Carolina and National banking history.

This offer- 
ing is newly surfaced and displays just honest wear and dark printed sig- 
natures.

This is a pleasing, evenly circulated Plain Back 
with good color and the bold pen signatures of the bank’s assistant 
cashier and vice-president. It provides a great opportunity for a South 
Dakota specialist to add a new bank and town to their holdings.

Bank Ch. # 8769 PMG Very Fine 30. 

A new addition to the census, this exciting note hails from a flyspeck of 
a bank, located in a tiny panhandle community closer to Denver than 
to Austin. This tiny issuer, which started in the even more obscure loca- 
tion of Ochiltree, moved to nearby Perryton after Perryton became the 
county seat in 1919. This is just the sixth large size to be reported with 
the Perryton title, and more importantly, the first of that half dozen to 
be publicly offered anywhere in fifteen years. A perusal of our records 
indicates that even the massive Steve Ivy Collection that we sold in 2001 
did not have a single note, large or small, from this issuer. This offering is 
a bright and crisp $5 with nice color and signatures.

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20492 Post City, TX - $5 1902 Plain Back Fr. 600 The First National 
Bank Ch. # 9485 PMG Choice Fine 15. 

A very scarce large note, this offering comes from this most interesting 
West Texas community, which serves as the county seat of Garza County. 
The town was established in 1907 as a colonizing venture under the direc- 
tion of cereal manufacturer Charles W. Post, who sought to develop a 
vice-free, model community. Post created a development company, the 
Double U Corporation, to manage the town’s construction, and this enti- 
ty swiftly built homes, a hotel, a cotton gin, and a textile plant. It planted 
trees along every street, and instituted restrictive covenants, which, 
among other provisions, banned both alcohol and brothels. Post died in 
1914, the year in which the town incorporated and changed its name from 
Post City to Post, although for some reason the bank did not follow suit 
until 1933. For some reason, every large listed in the census is low grade, 
and many are quite badly cut as well. This well circulated but intact $5, 
which is new to the census, fits that description as well. However, it is 
nonetheless the first large from here to be publicly offered anywhere since 
2007.

Tom Bean was a surveyor 
from Bonham who donated a fifty-acre tract for a town site and railroad 
right-of-way in Grayson County. The town subsequently took his name 
as a gesture of gratitude. We have had the privilege of selling all four of 
the known large notes from this one bank town. This evenly circulated $5 
was last on the market in our 2007 Central States auction.

Prior to the arrival of this $10 Brown Back, a scant four 
notes were listed in the census, with one of those permanently ensconced 
in the Moody/Philpott holdings. This is the only Brown Back document- 
ed from this charter number outside of the Moody/Philpott example.” 
All of those statements are still true today. This pleasing mid-grade Texas 
rarity is once again available for another collector to enjoy.

Tonight, we are pleased to offer a wonderful new discovery pair of serial number 1 Red Seals from Wyoming. After selling the number 1 Guernsey 
Brown Back in our recent FUN auction, we thought it would be quite some time before another great Wyoming National would come our way. However, 
just several months later, a glorious pair of number 1 Red Seals have turned up out of the proverbial weeds. They are a truly great pair of Wyoming notes 
as they represent just the third and fourth number 1| Red Seals to be reported for the entire state. 


They come from the first sheet of notes issued by the Citizens National Bank of Cheyenne, a modest bank that opened its doors in 1906. The organizers 
of the bank, who signed these two notes, were president T(homas) B(enton) Hord and cashier E(dward) W. Stone. Hord was originally from Ohio, but 
came to Cheyenne in 1880. He attempted to make his fortune in cattle ranching, but achieved real financial success in livestock feeding. The presidency 
of the Citizens National was just a “sideline” for him as his real banking interests were in Central City, Nebraska. Cashier Stone was also an Ohio native 
who came west at the age of 21 in 1884 to seek his fortune. He became a successful local Cheyenne merchant before helping to organize the Citizens 
National. President Hord served until his death in 1910 while Mr. Stone was cashier until he became the president of a bank in Pine Bluffs, Wyoming in 
1914. 


The Citizens National was a short-lived affair and succumbed to the agricultural depression of the 1920s when it was closed by the receiver in July of 
1924. Prior to this evening, fewer than a dozen notes were reported from this large-only issuer, including one low-grade Red Seal. Obviously, the census 
number are now changed dramatically. 


The first of the two notes we are offering is this very pretty number 1 $10. It is from the “A” position indicating it is the top note from the bank’s first 
sheet. It does have a few light storage folds but retains all of its original ink colors (as attested to PMG’s comment “Good Color”) and the dark pen signa- 
tures of the bank’s officers. It joins just two other number | Red Seals known from the entire state of Wyoming - a number 1 $10 from Worland which 
made its last public appearance in the 1996 Memphis auction and a number 1 $10 from Newcastle which surfaced in a 2011 Stacks sale. Neither of those 
other two notes have made an appearance since their respective initial auctions and may not again for decades. This is a great Wyoming trophy note that 
is destined to be a centerpiece of the next collection it enters.

It displays the same vibrant color and bold pen signatures 
as the previous lot, as well as PMG’s comment “Good Color.” 


More importantly, it also becomes the first serial number 1 $20 Red Seal to be reported for the entire state of Wyoming with the other three pieces 
known all being $10s. Perhaps both notes will remain together after this evening or they may end up residing in two different collections. Either way, 
they certainly represent a wonderful opportunity for anyone who desires, and can afford, the best in the way of rare and unique National Bank Notes.

Firefighters tossed 
many of these notes along with other combustible material from the win- 
dows of a large filing room on the sixth floor. The lucky onlookers below 
were able to pick the notes up and go on their merry way. For further 
details on this conflagration and its aftermath, see “Add a Fr. 1225 Gold 
Certificate to Your Collection,” Paper Money, Society of Paper Money 
Collectors, September/October 2009, Whole No. 263, pages 382-83. This 
example has “Assistant” at top center not blacked out. Minor varieties of 
these notes exist that are not detailed in the Friedberg reference.

Jules Manouvrier, a New Orleans lithographer, printed one type each of 
$5s and $10s for the Confederate central government as well as a number 
of other notes for other clients. His association with the Confederate 
Department of Treasury was short lived as a result of shoddy shipping 
practices. A shipment of $10s was intercepted by thieves who attempted 
to apply false signatures and place the notes into circulation. While this 
was quickly detected and stopped, the $10s were withdrawn from circula- 
tion (none are known today) and Manouvrier’s contract was cancelled. 
Consequently, only 15,556 $5s were issued. The note is unique for early 
Confederate notes on two counts- it has no vignettes, but does have a 
back design. While T12s are available, this type is considered one of the 
keys to completing a type set and has one of the most interesting stories 
of any Confederate type note. This example has spent time in circulation. 
It has two hammer cancels, but still presents a pleasant appearance. Some 
minor rust stains are seen.

Back plates with these designs 
were ordered by the Confederate Treasury from S. Straker & Sons of 
London. The plates were made and shipped from London in early January, 
1864, only to disappear. Several more shipments were made, but none of 
them got through the Union blockade. Examples of the plates were found 
75 years later and eventually donated to the Smithsonian Institution 
in 1958. These Reverse 1 examples are from the fourth printing of 
1957-58 that was executed by Confederate researcher, Philip H. Chase. 
Chemicographs are described in detail in Confederate Numismatica

The 
$5 design features a vignette of a Native American family traveling by 
canoe flanked by a smaller vignette of two Native American warriors 
gazing at the approaching encroachment of “Civilization” in the form of a 
distant town at left, and the state auditor die at right. The note is printed 
on India paper with the usual POCs in the signature lines. There were ten 
examples of this note in the 1990 ABNCo Archives sale, with some hav- 
ing minor impairments. This Gem Uncirculated note is likely one of the 
best available. Surprisingly, very few examples have made public auction 
appearances in the last decade.

This note served as the Haxby plate note 
(page 323) and has seen a fair amount of circulation, but has survived the 
experience completely intact with no repairs or meaningful condition 
distractions. Illinois free bank notes are almost always well designed and 
rare; this note checks all of the boxes.

This bank was a non-existent spurious institution whose notes like this

produce notes from the American Exchange Bank located in any state or 
city. Note that Illinois is in tiny letters tucked under the upper right coun- 
ter and Springfield is clear of any design elements. The note features a 
large passenger train vignette that is reasonably well executed, flanked by 
two allegorical female vignettes and a small vignette of farm implements 
and produce below. The lettering of the bank title is not as well executed. 
While PMG lists this as a remainder, your cataloger believes that this 
note was actually issued, with signatures and other information filled in 
to facilitate circulation. The few scattered public auction appearances of 
notes from this fraudulent bank over the last decade or so have been lim- 
ited to the $2 denomination, suggesting a fairly high degree of rarity for 
the $1.

Remainder Hughes UNL PMG Choice Fine 15. 

Sadly, your cataloger has not been able to discover exactly who Geo. S. 
Miller was, nor his occupation. What we can say is that Miller’s alle- 
giances were clearly with the Confederacy. This note, which features a 
large portrait of Jefferson Davis flanked by vignettes of Ceres on the left 
and slaves picking cotton on the right, is unissued but dated December 
1,1861. The city was occupied in September, 1861 by Confederate troops 
and made the state capital by the Confederate provisional government 
in November, 1861. This apparently emboldened Miller to issue notes 
that left no doubt as to which side he favored. These notes were prob- 
ably in circulation for about ten weeks before the Confederates evacuated 
Bowling Green on February 14, 1862. This undoubtedly prompted Miller 
to hurriedly withdraw these notes from circulation, and may explain 
why this note is an unissued remainder. PMG indicates that the note has 
been repaired (none of these repairs are glaringly obvious). We have not 
offered anything from this issuer, who is unlisted in Hughes, nor are we 
aware of any public auction appearances by any notes from this issuer 
in at least the last decade. A great Kentucky historical rarity worthy of a 
place in any Kentucky or Civil War collection.

PMG notes exceptional emboss- 
ing and paper quality. This note appeared as part of Lot 488 in the 1990 
ABNCo Archives sale and is believed to be unique.

One can only 
assume that these notes were only in circulation for a matter of weeks 
before being “put away.” The note faces up quite well, though PMG notes 
that it has been backed. This marks the second appearance of this note 
in one of our auctions. It crossed the auction block for $969 in its first 
appearance, and it may well test that level again as it remains the only 
example of this denomination known to us.

There is a large blue 500 protector and fancy red back 
design. This note was issued on May 22, 1862 in reaction to restrictions 
placed on the city’s banks by the Military Governor (New Orleans capitu- 
lated at the end of April, 1862) requiring them to pay out their own notes 
rather than Confederate notes that were on hand. Undoubtedly issued 
in very small quantities, a fully issued example is treasured by most col- 
lectors.

It is typical UBS&H layout, with a maiden seated on 
bales supporting a shield decorated with the state coat of arms at center 
flanked by a number of cameo-like medallion head counters. These were 
virtually impossible for counterfeiters to successfully replicate due to 
the special engraving equipment required. The note is printed on India 
paper mounted on cardstock with no forms of cancellation present in the 
signature spaces. There was one example of this note in Lot 1429 of the 
1990 ABNCo Archives sale that was subsequently sold out of one of the 
Schingoethe Collection sales around 2005-06. This note is likely unique 
with no subsequent public auction appearances.

The Miami Exporting Company was the first bank organized in Ohio.

However this was abandoned 
by 1807, with banking becoming the sole focus. The bank closed in 1822 
and remained dormant until 1834 when it was revived. It suspended 
operations on January 10, 1842 for the final time, causing widespread 
rioting in Cincinnati. The $500 design features a vignette of Pat Lyon at 
the forge based on a painting by Neagle done in the late 1820s that is sur- 
rounded by six oval cameo-like medallion heads. It is printed on India 
paper mounted on cardstock with no forms of cancellation present in the 
signature lines. After appearing in Lot 1437, the note spent time in the 
Schingoethe Collection before being purchased by our consignor in 2005. 
We are unaware of any other examples.

Unique notes with 
good grade and eye appeal tend to be highly coveted no matter what may 
be happening in the world’s current events.

The bank was chartered in 1816 and remained in business until failing in 
1821, undoubtedly a victim of the post War of 1812 recession. The bank 
“rose from the dead” in 1837 during the midst of the Panic of 1837, and 
struggled on for another four years before suspending for the second and 
final time in the summer of 1841. This early MDF Proof, which is much 
rarer than the notes from the bank’s second period of operation, is a clas- 
sic MDF design, with Agriculture seated on a plow flanked by three oval 
counters, with two end panels containing the state name at left and the 
denomination at right. It is printed on India paper with Specimen hand- 
written in both signature lines. There is an annotation on the back that 
is hidden by the cardstock that says “4 Notes / 300$”, possibly referring to 
the cost for engraving a plate in either steel or copper. This note is unique 
to the best of our knowledge, with its last public auction appearance 
occurring in 2007.

We are aware of only one additional 
and somewhat inferior example of this design appearing in a public auc- 
tion in at least the last decade.

The $5 design features a vignette depicting the presentation of the 
Declaration of Independence. It is accompanied by an oval portrait of 
a young Winfield Scott, Mexican War hero and Commanding General 
of the United States Army from 1841 into the early months of the Civil 
War.

The $10 design featured 
a well executed vignette of an early passenger train leaving a busy termi- 
nal in a large city on a river. America is seated at left with a large federal 
shield and cotton plants and bolls in baskets sit along a tropical shoreline 
at right.

The bank was organized in 1851 and initially operated as a free bank until 
the outbreak of the Civil War. It later operated as a unregistered chartered 
bank. The bank’s ultimate fate has been lost to the ages. The bank issued 
a series of $6, $7, $8, and $9 notes in the late 1850s and early 1860s as a 
means of making change in the absence of small denomination notes (Ifa 
$4 purchase was made with a $10 note, for example a $6 note rather than 
a $1 and $5 could be used to make change). The $9 design features an 
unusual vignette of a female cooper. The state treasurer die appears to the 
right with the ends anchored by an oval passenger train vignette at left 
and Liberty seated with a shield and cornucopia at right. This is a modern 
Proprietary Proof printed by ABNCo using the original plate during the 
20th century for general corporate purposes and programs. It carries a 
SPECIMEN and ABNCo property stamp on the back.

A minimum 
of nine months service earned you 160 acres. Portraits are of Presidents 
Zachary Taylor and Millard Fillmore. The ink for the payee name has 
faded away, but the margins include details indicating that this example 
was transferred in 1870.
